Although many quacks and manufacturers 
of adulterated foods and spurious medicines 
Lave been put out of business merely by bar- 
ring their clroulare from the majia, others, 
more powerful, have survived this measure 
by turning to the newspapers and flooding 
the country with their advertisements. 

Up to the present time this has been a safe 
expedient for the mén-who have been getting 
a gullible public to invest in their worthless 
and often dangerous wares, If Dr. Wiley’s 
plan is carried out, however, Uncle Sam may 
undertake the prosecution of all advertisers 
Who sell through the medium of newspapers 
and magazines wares which they cannot push 
with circulars and which fail to come up to 
the requirements of the food and drug at.

George Edgar Stanton, president of the 
wholesale grocery establishment of Stanton

‘Schumann - Heink 
and George Hamlin 
Heard in Recital.

ME. SCHUMANN-HEINK was greeted 
by an audience that filled practically 
every seat in Orchestra hall yesterday 


‘afternoon, and this despite the fact 


that music lovers were invited to di- 
vide their interest between the recital of the 
great.German mistress of song, a delightful pro- 
gram by George Hamlin in the Grand Opera 
hopse, and the Russian dancers at the Audi- 
torlum. 

There were many features of Mme. Schumann- 
Heink's recital, aside from the faithfulness of 
her admirers and the admittedly | superlative 
quality:of-her art itself. that call for comment. 
Not the least important of them were the book- 
lets distributed with the programs, in which the 
text of all the songs, German, English, and 
French, were printed in the vernacular. 

It. was’ ‘eloquent of Mme. Schumann-Heink’s 
confidenée in her interpretative mastery that 
she began her program with the Schumann 
Frauemiebe und Leben“ cycle, than which there 
is to de found no more intimate union of the 
poetic and lyric arts in the whole range of song. 
There was no preluding with some less serious 
and exactinz number, to put the audience in 
a receptive mood, and the singer in voice, since 
voice and m ard hers to command in all pos- 
sible suübtleties of contrast. Both are essen- 
tial to’ the adequate presentation of the cycle. 


It tests, the’ resources even of a Schumann- 


Heirk, for, with. never a moment of outward 
and superficial’ display, it calls for an endless 
variety of. tonal coptrasts to meet its delicate
